INOCULATE LEGUMES 


Over 10,000 
Missouri 
farmers 
inoculated their sweet, red 
and 
alsike clover, alfalfa and soybean 
seed last year before sowing them 
on land which had not 
recently 
grown these crops, according 
to 
Jam es Meyers, assistant county 
agent. 
By the use of these legume or­ 
ganisms, which can utilize atmos­ 
pheric nitrogen, 
these 
farmers 
were able to tap the 70 
million 
pounds of nitrogen present over 
every acre of land for a part of 
the nitrogen 
needed 
for 
their 
crops and, therefore, were not en­ 
tirely dependent upon the rela­ 
tively small supply of nitrogen in 
their soil. 
Experim ents indicate 
that 
by 
the use of legume 
bacteria, 
in 
making available to legumes the 
unlimited supply of nitrogen 
in 
the air, the legume hay produced 
for inoculated legumes is 
higher 
in protein than legume hay from 
uninoculated legumes. 
Also, 
in­ 
oculated legumes 
usually 
grow 
more vigorously and produce high­ 
er yields of hay and forage than 
uninoculated legumes. 
Legume bacteria can 
be 
ob­ 
tained from soil which during the 
past year grew the inoculated le­ 
gum e crop sim ilar to the one which 
is to be sown, or from 
special 
artificial cultures prepared in the 
laboratory. 
Sweet clover and alfalfa are in­ 
oculated with the same organism, 
and red and alsike 
clover 
with 
another organism. Soybeans 
can 
only be inoculated with the organ­ 
ism isolated from 
the 
soybean. 
Lespedeza is inoculated 
by 
the 
same organism as common 
Jap­ 
anese lespedeza, 
partridge 
pea, 
tick trefoil, and cowpeas. It is not 
necessary 
to 
inoculate 
Korean 
lespedeza where any of these le­ 
gumes have recently grown. When

LMOST forgotten as composer 
of one of the popular song suc­ 
cesses of his generatiou—"My Mel­ 
ancholy Baby”—Ernie Burnett had 
been languishing in a Chicago army 
hospital for 'six years, when one 
evening in the autumn of 1927, he 
switched on his radio. He chanced 
upon a Paul Whiteman program. 
“The next selection.’’ announced 
Whiteman, "will be played in mem­ 
ory of its composer, who died on 
the fields of France. It is ‘My Mel­ 
ancholy Baby,’ written by the late 
Ernie Burnett.” 
The 
startled 
composer waited 
only for the rendition, then wired 
Whiteman a paraphrase of Mark 
Twain’s classic announcement made 
under similar circumstances . . . 
that the report of his death was 
greatly exaggerated. 
That dramatic event was a turn­ 
ing point in Burnett’s illness. He 
became a celebrity again, and found 
new interests to spur him to a de­ 
sire to get well. Although four years 
elapsed before his complete cure, 
his recovery began with the atmos­ 
phere created by the erroneous re­ 
port of his demise.

"My Melan­ 
choly Baby” was a Jsit, but its 
composer did not cash in . . . the 
original publishing firm failed after 
paying him only $150.00 of the for­ 
tune in royalties accruing to the 
sales of the song. 
With Burnett’s ten years’ illness 
from being gassed in the World 
War. he had lost all track of the 
original song. Not until 1931, when 
he returned to music did he begin 
to derive income, from the perennial 
favorite. Now he is a member of

Thin lawns or pastures usually 
need a complete fertilizer and in 
most cases benefit from an addi­ 
tional application of 
superphos­ 
phate.

nitrogen, phosphorus and potass­ 
ium.

according to the National K itchen 
Modernizing Bureau. 
If, at

cost of a few 
hours 
of 
careful 
planning she can 
rearrange her 
kitchen to save tim e, 
steps 
and 
labor every day for the rest of her 
life, isn’t she wise 
to 
do 
that 
planning now’? 
This new science 
of 
kitchen 
modernizing is nothing more than 
the rearrangem ent of the kitchen 
with efficient present-day electri­ 
cal equipm ent in such a way as to 
give the housewife less drudgery 
and greater satisfaction, com fort 
and convenience in her 
kitchen, 
and more free tim e from kitchen 
duties for other things. 
The first principle, then, is 
to 
consider the three functions which 
her kitchen should fulfill, and a r­ 
range her kitchen equipm ent 
so 
that these three functions can be 
carried on with the least possible 
fatigue and 
effort. 
The 
three 
functions are: (1 ) food storage and 
preparation; 
(2 ) cleaning 
dish­ 
washing and waste disposal; and 
(3) cooking and serving. 
Food as it com es into the house 
must first be stored where it will 
keep fresh until it is needed. The 
place to keep it should be near to 
the door through which the food 
is delivered from the 
store. 
T o ' 
keep food fresh and wholesome a 
constant tem perature below 50 de­ 
grees is required. 
So place 
the 
electric refrigerator near the back 
door, and plan your kitchen from 
that point. 
Next to the refrigerator place 
the food preparation 
counter or 
table, with 
plenty 
of 
cupboard 
space above and below for storing 
utensils, non-perishable and pack­ 
aged 
foods. 
This the housewife 
can prepare her food for cooking 
and reach into the refrigerator for 
butter, milk, eggs or other food 
supplies without

than a step from where

working. 
Beyond the preparation counter 
comes the sink and 
dishw asher. 
Thus if she must wash vegetables 
or needs w ater for the saucepan,

INOCULATE LEGUMES 


Over 10,000 
Missouri 
farmers 
inoculated their sweet, red 
and 
alsike clover, alfalfa and soybean 
seed last year before sowing them 
on land which had not 
recently 
grown these crops, according 
to 
James Meyers, assistant county 
agent. 
By the use of these legume or­ 
ganisms, which can utilize atmos­ 
pheric nitrogen, 
these 
farmers 
were able to tap the 70 
million 
pounds of nitrogen present over 
every acre of land for a part of 
the nitrogen 
needed 
for 
their 
crops and, therefore, were not en­ 
tirely dependent upon the rela­ 
tively small supply of nitrogen in 
their soil. 
Experiments indicate 
that 
by 
the use of legume 
bacteria, 
in 
making available to legumes the 
unlimited supply of nitrogen 
in 
the air, the legume hay produced 
for inoculated legumes is 
higher 
in protein than legume hay from 
uninoculated legumes. 
Also, 
in­ 
oculated legumes 
usually 
grow 
more vigorously and produce high­ 
er yields of hay and forage than 
uninoculated legumes. 
Legume bacteria can 
be 
ob­ 
tained from soil which during the 
past year grew the inoculated le­ 
gume crop similar to the one which 
is to be sown, or from 
special 
artificial cultures prepared in the 
laboratory. 
Sweet clover and alfalfa are in­ 
oculated with the came organism, 
and red and alsike clover 
with 
another organism. Soybeans 
can 
only be inoculated with the organ­ 
ism isolated from 
the 
soybean. 
Lespedeza is inoculated 
by 
the 
same organism as common 
Jap­ 
anese lespedeza, 
partridge 
pea, 
tick trefoil, and cowpeas. It is not

LMOST forgotten as composer 
of one of the popular song suc­ 
cesses of his generation—"My Mel­ 
ancholy Baby"—Ernie Burnett had 
been languishing in a Chicago army 
hospital for six years, when one 
evening In the autumn of 1927, he 
switched on his radio. He chanced 
upon a Paul Whiteman program. 
"The next selection.’’ announced 
Whiteman, "will be played in mem­ 
ory of its composer, who died on 
the fields of France. It is 'My Mel­ 
ancholy Baby,’ written by the late 
Ernie Burnett." 
The startled composer waited 
only for the rendition, then wired 
Whiteman a paraphrase of Mark 
Twain’s classic announcement made 
under similar circumstances . . . 
that the report of his death was 
greatly exaggerated. 
That dramatic event was a turn­ 
ing point in Burnett’s illness. He 
became a celebrity again, and found 
new interests to spur him to a de­ 
sire to get well. Although four years 
elapsed before his complete cure, 
bis recovery began with the atmos­ 
phere created by the erroneous re­ 
port of bis demise. 
Born in Cincinnati, Ohio, of 
French• Italian• Hungarian extrac­ 
tion, Ernie Burnett was educated in 
Europe to be a concert pianist. 
Orphaned at seventeen, he returned 
to America to begin life on his own 
resources. He played piano In car­ 
nivals, cafes and vaudeville. He 
starred in a Jesse Laskv vaudeville 
act called, "The Pianophlends," for 


which he wrote an original com 
position. "The Steamboat Rag." 
Married on tour, he Tostriris job in 
San Francisco, left his hirtde there 
while he found work In Denver, 
then wired her to join him. 
Fire held up her train. During a 
fourteen-hour wait in the Denver 
depot, Burnett wrote the plaintive 
melody that set a pattern for torch 
songs of later years. "My Melan­ 
choly Baby” was a 4rit, but its 
composer did not cash in . . . the 
original publishing firm failed after 
paying him only $150.00 of the for­ 
tune in royalties accruing to the 
sales of the song. 
With Burnett's ten years’ illness 
from being gassed in the World 
War. he had lost all track of the 
original song. Not until 1931, when 
he returned to music did he begin 
to derive income from the perennial 
favorite. Now he is a member of 
the American Society of Composers. 
Authors 
and 
Publishers,

license Incomes according to a 
classification system. 
Burnett has become so promi­ 
nently Identified with ‘‘My Melan­ 
choly Baby," that mention of the 
title is virtually an Introduction of 
the composer.
